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Ir appears from the amount of the sup- 
plementary estimates brought down that the 
deficit in Canadian finances for next year 
will amount to a million dollars, according to 
Sir Charles Tupper's latest revised figures. 
The promises of retrenchment indulged in 
when Sir Charles took the ministry of finance 
have not been fulfilled. The promise that 
it the tinances of the country were left in the 
hands of Sir Jenn Macdonald and his friends 
they would be managed economically or at 
least advantageously have not been fulfilled. 
What is the remedy? Or are Sir John and 
his followers flies on the wheel? 

In a recent speech Premier Mereier of Que- 
bec spoke of the proposed interprevineal 
congress. He said that the experience of the 
last five years had shown that the powers of 
the different governing bodies of Canada 
were badly defined or badly applied, and 
that a revision ef the constitution was neces- 
sary if they wished to avoida precipitate and 

remature dismemberment of confederation. 

he right of disallowance should be confided 
to the supreme court or the senate and ex- 
tended to federal as well as provincia) laws, 
vacancies in the senate to be filled by the 
provincial legislatures. He objected to the 
present system of provincial subsidies. 

Tur government organs have been very 
funny lately about Bob” Watson’s leader- 
ship of the liberal party of Manitoba, the 
North-West and British Columbia. The fol- 
lowing item from the Calgary Herald dated 
Ottawa June 15th shows that the laughter is 
sometimes on the wreng side of the mouth. 
In the immigration committee yesterday, 
Mr. Watson nearly slipped through a resolu- 
tion declaring it in the interest of the coun- 
try thatthe monopoly should be removed 
and that the Grand Trunk should be admit- 
ted into Maniteba. The ministerialists were 
not present in force and had to talk against 
time for ten hours to draw up asutticient 
following for ite defeat by a majority of one.“ 
One honest man with the courage of his con- 
vietions is more helpful to his friends and 
dangereus to his encmies than a regiment 
that cannot be depended upon. 

Tun MacLeod Gazette wants to know why 
the BULLETIN at the late election did all it 
could to elect: a supporter ef corrupt gov- 
ernment.” The answer, is because it didn't. 
But supposing Mr. Hardisty to have been a 
pledged supporter of the present government 
—which he was not—before he was accorded 
any support by the BuLuetTin he had dis- 
tinetly pledged himself against the C. P. R. 
monopoly which as the Gazette truly remarks 
is bound te retard settlement in the North; 
West and keep the country poor for the sake 
ef enriching the Canadian Pacific.” Under 
the circumstances the election of Mr. Har- 
disty would have been a definite expression 
of opinien by the people of Alberta against 
monopoly, as the election of Mr. Davis cer- 
A was not; and even had it been necessary 
for the BULLETIN to make sacrifices in order 
te arrive at that expressien of opinion it 
would have been mere than justified is mak- 
ing then, consideriag the interests at stake. 
The BULLETIN has only to regret that the Ga- 
zette and News chose rather to elect a south- 
ern man than to support southern as well as 
northern interests by going against the C. P. 
R. monopoly at a time when they eould have 
made their opposition count. 

Tus position of Canada towards the United 
States as to trade and political relations is 
almest exactly parallel to that of the United 
States towards Mexico as set forth by Sena- 
ter Plumb ef Kansas. The United States 
desires reciprecity with Mexico, for certain 
definite commercial reasons. It does net 
want political connection on account of 
the difference in the raee and general char- 
acteristics of the peeple. The Mexican does 

not come up to the high standard of United 
States citizenship.” Just so! Canada de- 
sires such reciprocity with the United States 
an shall be te her commercial advantage. 
She does not desire political pele ny 
cause of the differences in race and interests; 
as the citizen of the United States does net 
average as high, morally, mentally or physic- 
ally as the citizen of Canada. he senator 
also states the case in rd do Canada. He 
advises that the necessity of annexation be 
demenstrated te Canada (as it would be un- 
der commercial union). The people of Can- 
ada were wanted only ay full partners. 
Through reciprosity Mexico could be demin- 
nated commercially. Net so Canada on ac- 
count of ite connection with Great Britain.” 
Commercial unien as propesed by Wiman & 
Co. would cut off trade connestion with 
Great Britain and give the United States a 
meaus ef compelling annexation. 


COMMERCIAL UNION. 


A small neatly printed pamphlet arrived 
last mail dealing with ‘‘Commercial Union 
in North America.” it is published by Eras- 
tus Wiman of New York, and will be for- 
warded by that gentleman on application. 
Although small it contains a very great deal 
of infermation on a subject which apparent- 
ly is causing considerable interest in Ontario 
and very great interest in the maritime prov- 
inces. The propesition is to admit all articles 
of trade and commerce produced in either 
country free of duty into the other. The 
object to be attained is the enriching of both 
countries by promoting free trade between 
them. That the ultimate object is desirable 
all n. ust admit. That the proposition pure 
and simple would tend to that end is likely, 
but the question is, can it be acted upon 
purely and simply or must there be condi- 
tions or restrictions surrounding or attached 
to it which would nullifiy the good that 
theoretically should be derived? The argu- 
ments used in favor of the proposition in Can- 
ada, are We are few, poor, and weak, dis 
united and retrograding, eur neighbors are 
numerous, rich, strong, united and prosper- 
ing; let us connect ourselves more clesely 
with them and we will partake of their pros - 
perity.“ The Ontario farmer requires a mar- 
ket for his grain and the Maritime province 
man a market fer his fish; abolish the United 
States duties and the immense population of 
the United States would furnish an unlimit- 
ed and ready market; to secure their aboli- 
tion we have only to abolish our own which 
on free trade grounds would be a benefit in 
itself.” Admitting the truth of the arguments 
on the Canadian side, a strong case in favor 
of commereial union and a still stronger one 
in favor of annexation is made out. This 
pamphlet of Mr. Wiman's however, which 
gives the reasons of certain parties in the 
Uuited States dees not bear out the eonten- 
tions put forth on the Canada side. On the 
contrary it furnishes conclusive evidence that 
the advantage to be derived is expected to 
be on the side of the United States. The 
reason given in the pamphlet why the reci- 
procity treaty formerly in force between 
Canada and the United States will not be re- 
verted to by the latter is that under it the 
tormer had the advantage. This reason has 
held good for twenty years and is as pewer- 
ful to-day in the United States as ever. How 
can Canadians of common sense imagine that 
public epinien in the United States has sud- 
denly changed 80 as to freoly give us any- 
thing but the worst end of thebargain. It is 
net because Canada is poor, weak, retrograd- 
ing that the United States desires union of 
any kind, but because—per an address by J. 
D. Ritchie of Ohio appearing in Mr. Wiman’s 
pamphlet—ite area is greater than that of the 
United States, because its resources of fertile 
soil, forest, mine and sea, rival or surpass 
those of the United States, because its peo- 
ple are hardier and more moral, because in 
percentage of growth it bas equalled and in 
peaceful enterprise proportionate to wealth 
and population it has surpassed that coun- 
try, and because but this is not stated—it 
is part ef the only empire on earth whese 
power or rivalry the United States has rea- 
son tefear. But te argue the question as a 
matter of dollars and cente—supposing the 
Canadians of to-day to have so degenerated 
as to be willing to make their birthright a 
matter of dollars and cents—the firet condi- 
tion of free trade between the two countries 
is euch as should forever prevent Canadians 
from acceeding te it as a mere matter 
of business. That condition necessarily is 
that duties on imports froin all other coun- 
tries must be taade exactly similar in the 
two countries uniting. As the policy of the 
United States e protective, met commercial. 
and as the United States is much the larger 
people, Canada could only expect that it 
would practically have te adopt such tariff as 
the United States might cheoose. That is 
free trade with the United States means the 
Cutting eff of trade with the rest ef the 
world. Not enly so but it would mean such 
an adjustment of the tariff by the money 
kings of the United States as should best 
tend to bring Canadian business of all kinds 
into the hands of the aforesaid money kings, 
so that whatever profits might be made en 
Canadian business would be drawn te New 
Vork. To be cut off trom trade with the 


rest of the world would be rather too high a 
price to pay for allowing the wealthy corper- 
tions of the United States to drain our coun- 
try of the profite en its business. The idea 
that free trade with the United States would 
open markets for Canada’s chief preducts 
which do net now exist is supreme nonsense. 
Of all Canada’s exports except lumber and 
fish, the United States exports as well, and it 
is only and can only be in case of the Can- 
adian product being superior to that of the 
United States that the latter country furn- 
ishes a market; in which case the superiority 
of the Canadian product will find it as sure 
and probably a better market elsewhere. In 
the case of lumber so far from desiring the 
free export of that product to the United 
States Canada places an export duty on it, 
and in the case of fish it is for the people in- 
terested to say whetlicr, aside from commer- 
cial union, the free markets of the United 
States for their products would recompense 
them for the destruction of the industry by 
the fishermen of the United States; the de- 
wire to pirate on Canadian fishing grounds 
being the first cause of the wish fer com- 
mercial union on the part of that country. 
It may be admitted that Canada has not 
made the best use of its privilege of framing 
its own tariff allowed it by Britain; it must 
be admitted that the cry of the necessity of 
assimilating our tariff to that of our neigh- 
bors is the foundation of the cry for com- 
mercial union; but it does not follow that 
Canada should hand over to a rival and 
openly hostile power the right which she has 
misused and which in the hands of that 
power would complete the work which the 
national policy commenced and bring the 
producer of Canada absolutely under the 
capitalist of New York. Freedom to trade 
with whoever of the hundreds of millions of 
people in the world will trade with 
her is what Canada requires, not restric- 
tion to the trade of sixty millions who have 
everything to sell and nothing to buy. 
Under free tradeGreat Britain has become the 
greatest manufacturiag country in the world, 
it is the greatest commercial country in the 
world, it is the richest country in the 
world, proving that there are circumstances 
in which free trade conduces to the national 
welfare. It is fer Canadians to say if the 
circumstances of Canada, which events have 
proved are net adapted to a protective policy, 
will be better suited by an increase of pro- 
tection through commercial union with the 
United States or by reverting te the first rule 
of ordinary business life by buying in the 
cheapest and selling in the dearest market 
that can be found, and at the same time 
keeping the management of our ewn 
business in our own hands. Commer- 
cial union as proposed by Mr. Wiman 
would simply mean commercial robbery, 
which is and can be the only reason why it 
is advecated by that gentleman, the disciple 
of Jay Gould. Men do net gather grapes of 
thorns or figs of thistles. The interests of 
the renegade and patriot are not alike. Mr. 
Wiman and his pamphlet are prima facie evi- 
dence of the strongest kind against com- 
mercial union.
